Figure 1 shows two graphs charting activities of mice treated or not with 3 mg'kg'week 
of epothilone D. The upper panel (A) indicates the amount of time spent in each activity, and 
lower panel (B) indicates the number of occurrences of each acti vity. 

Figure 2 shows graphs indicating the amount of time spent in various activities and the 
number of occurrences for each activity for mice that were treated or not treated with epothilone 
0 at a dose of 4 mg-kg/week. 

Figure 3 is a graph indicating the nesting capacity of mice treated or not with a dose of 
epothilone D ranging from 0.3 mgkg/week to 3 mg/kg'week. 

Figure 4 shows graphs indicating the nesting capacity of mice treated or not with & dose 
of epothilone D at a dose of 4 mgi'kg/weeL 

Figure 5 is a graph illustrating quantitative analysis of synaptic vesicle density in CA1 
hippocampat synapses of mice treated or not with epothilone D at a dose of 3 tttg/kg/week or 
with neuroleptics.
